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REMARKS 

In the office action mailed October 17, 2005, Claims 1-22 were pending for 
consideration in the present application. Each of these claims was rejected under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as allegedly 
unpatentable over Claims 1-62 of U.S. Patent No. 6,743,441. In addition, each claim was 
also provisionally rejected under the same doctrine over Claims 1-24, renumbered, of 
copending Application No. 10/286,436; Claims 20-81 of copending Application No. 
10/286,381; Claims 1-41 of copending Application No. 10/731,039; Claims 1-24 of 
copending Application No. 10/731,040; and Claims 1-24 of copending Application No. 
10/731,824. 

A judicially created double patenting rejection may be obviated by filing a 
terminal disclaimer. See37C.F.R. 1.130(b). Terminal disclaimers disclaiming any 
terminal portion of a patent issuing from the present patent application which would 
extend beyond any of the above-recited issued patent or copending application terms are 
filed herewith in accordance with 37 C.F.R. 1.321(c). Therefore, Applicants respectfully 
request withdrawal of these rejections.
